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Abstract 

OBJECT: The present invention relates to a method of 
fixing a bag on a pasted board, which comprises 
hermetically packaging pulverized foods such as 
seasonings of juice, curry and hashed rice, detergents 
such as shampoo, wet paper such as a hand wet wipe, and 
the like with a single small bag, and then fixing the bag 
separately or collectively on the pasted board, which is 
capable of fixing the small-lot bag on the pasted board 
simultaneously with filling the small-lot bag with the 
content, and therefore simplifies the packaging. 
CONSTITUTION: A method of fixing a small -lot packaging 
bag on a pasted board, which comprises cutting a paper 
tube along a stepped broken line at a right angle with a 
longitudinal direction of the tube, folding the cut tube 
with about 90-degree shift from the folded position of 
the time of cutting to allow heights of face and back 
surface of a tube opening edge different from each other, 
and then heat- sealing the tube opening edge on the pasted 
board to be fixed, wherein the inside face of the tube is 
coated or laminated with a synthetic resin capable of 
being heat-sealed. 
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
